Look  upon  it  in  the  sunshine  and  see  how  the  tones  of  the  purple 
and  green  of  the  reverse  side  blend  with  the  emerald  green  throat 
and  cinnamon  brown  anthers.  A  wonderful  lily.

CANDIDUM  (Madonna  Lily) — The  Madonna  is  the  first  lily  grown 
in  our  great-grandmother’s  cottage  gardens,  and  has  remained  a 
favoi'ite  down  through  the  years.  Pure  white  bell-shaped  flowers 
with  a  delicate  fragrance.  It  is  unfortunate  that  in  the  past  few 
years  the  leaves  of  this  lovely  lily  have  become  susceptible  to  the 
brown  leaf-spot  fungus.  This  year  I  am  securing  bulbs  from  the 
dry  sunny  plains  of  Eastern  Oregon  where  the  blight  has  not  as 
yet  touched  them.  So  if  this  Botrytis  has  already  reached  your 
territory,  plant  the  Madonnas  away  from  the  other  lilies.  Blooms 
May-June.  Height  3  to  5  feet.  Please  send  in  your  orders  early 
as  this  lily  should  be  planted  in  July  or  August.

Sometimes  the  spike  grows  10  to 
12  feet,  bearing  numerous  long  tubular  flowers  of  pure  white 
tinged  with  purple  inside,  and  the  broad  foliage  is  in  keeping 
with  the  size  of  the  plant.  I  am  sending  the  correct  size  bulbs 
that  will  bloom  the  second  year,  in  order  that  they  may  have  the 
chance  to  establish  themselves  with  new  bulbs  the  first  year 
after  transplanting  in  your  garden.  If  you  have  a  northern  ex¬ 
posure  sheltered  from  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun,  it  will  be  ideal 
for  the  Giganteum  Himalaicum.

It  blooms  from  August  until  frost 
and  is  a  wonderful  cut  flower,  keeping  in  excel¬ 
lent  condition  for  two  weeks,  if  the  water  is 
changed  daily.

It  is  perfectly  hardy  except  in  the  states 
north  of  Philadelphia,  where  it  should  be 
sheltered.
